Vhis ranch, which is for the 
purpose of raising cavalry re- 
mounts, is to be situated on 
tps. 20, 21 and 22, rge, 3, W. of 
4th, exactly twelve miles south 
of Empress. While the people 
ot Empress would probably 
have preferred to seé this land 
thrown open for homestead 
purposes, it is certain no matter 
what the land is used for, that 
this land is tributary to Em- 
ress and NOT Medicine Hat. 

e expect their next big issue 
will vlaim the North Pole as a 
sub-division. The following is 
the announcement in respect to 
this ranch, made from Ottawa: 


Ottawa, April 10,—Col. Sam 
Hughes has been empowered 
by the government. to lease to 
the National Livestock Ex- 
change, Limited, townships 20, 
21 and 22, range 3, west of 
fourth meridian, comprising 
65,000 acres: of land lying 6v 
miles north ot Medicine Hat 
and south of the Red Deer 
River, for the purpose of collect- 
ing and providing thereon well- 
bred cavalry remounts, ‘lhe 
company wil pay an annual 
rentul of two cents per acre for 
the land. The terms of this 
lease ure that the company shall 
produce from -thoroughbred 
sires of thoroughbred dams re- 
mounts to the number of not 
less than 1500 each year after 
1916. The government of Can- 
ada iv to have right of pre- 
emption in respect to all the 
horses raised by the exchange 
and the company must hold and 
mature until the age of three 
and a half year all horses 
which the minister of militia 
may desire for military purpo- 
ses; The price to be paid by 
the minister is not to exceed 
the substantial sum of $250 per 
head.

FOX FAXMING IN YUKON 


/nimals Dying In Captivity—Ship- 
ments to Eastern Dealers 

The .enthtsiasm concerning ‘ fox 
catching and farming in Yukon has 
materially waned during the past few 
weeks, owing to the fact tha the price 
of foxes has decreased nearly 50 per 
cent. since last summer .né that hun- 
dreds of toxe: hele in captivity have 
died from some unknown cause. Many 
of these foxes were black, and in some 
cases, 48 high as $1,500 to $2,000 had 
been paid for them. One dealer who, 
it is said, could have sold his stock 
of foxes in July for $65,000, sold two 
weeks ago for less thar $35,000, the 
lutter price being, to some extent, 
due to the decline in prices, but also 
to the fact that many of the animals 
had died in the neantime. 


paid, died five days after being placed 
in the corral. a 

Owing to the decline in price, fully 
150 young foxes, all of the red variety. 
held captive in southern Yukon, have 
been turned vut to return t. their na- 
tive haunts in the wilds. Previous 
to sickness developing among foxes 
in captivity here, upwards of 
young ones had been shipped from 
Whitehorse clone, to fox ranches in 
New Brunswick, Prince #dward Is- 
land, and to dealers near _ Boston, 
Mass. At present there are not over 
60 held in his locality. 

A number are experim.nting with 
mink farming, but great difficulty is 
experienced in keeping them wire cor- 
rals offering little resistance when 
they seek their freedom. 

Owners of black end silver gray fox- 
es are not discouraged over the slump 
in prices, but contend that they will 
be more valuable than ever within a 
few months.

Ages Corresponding. 

With the high price of the really 
new-laid egg comes the plea for the 
standardization of eggs since the 
terms used by sterekeepers are hope- 
lessly misleading. What is regarded 
as a new-laid egg in one district 
might be looked upon as a mere 
cooking egg in another. A ‘fresh’ 
egg may have attained the respect- 
able age of three months, but their 
is nothing to convey to the purchaser 
this all-important fact. 

To designate the egg of commerce, 
a correspondent has drafted the in- 
terpretation he places upon the five 
terms that are used to designate it. 

New-laid.—Three to five days old, 
in accordance with the season of the 
year, and in other respects as laid 
down above. These alone are re- 
commended for boiling; 

Breakfast.—In all respects the 
same, save that as they are a few 
days older, there is a slight shrink- 
age and the bright appearance has 
gone. For poaching or frying these 
are excellent; 

Fresh.—Not preserved. Good eggs 
for cooking, but nothing more, Usu- 
ally foreign and inferior native sup- 
plies, in which the value has been 
lost by delays in marl sting. 

Cooking.—A varied class, includ- 
ing ‘pickles,’ often very doubtful 
indeed. Faith is necessary for their 
consumption; and 

Eggs.—Upon these the curtain 
may be drawn. A scrap-heap for the 
other classes. 

Another expert has remarked 
that, whilst ‘‘new-laid” is the trade 
term for the egg newest from the 
nest, fresh would be a fitter term. 
But an egg is not necessarily fresh 
because it is new-laid. Wverything 
depends upon the way in which it 
has been stored. 

But when eggs are cheaper, we 
may no. be quite so particular! 


Who Is It? 

Any number of persons r ay play 
the game called “Who is it?” One 
is selected to stand or sit in front 
of the others, who have arra ‘sed 
themselves in a half circle, The one 
selected sits with his. back te the 
rest; then one of those in th half 
circle touches the chosen one on the 
back, and all together they ask, 
“Who is it?’

Pictures comprise after all only a 
part of Sir William Van Horne’s art 
treasures, about which so much has 
been written since there was talk of 
him presenting them to a museum, 
He has a wonderful collection of the 
beautifu' things which come under 
the general descriptions of ‘objets 
d’art.’’ Many of the world’s greatest 
past and present master craftsmen 
are represented in this collection, 
And every object in the collection— 
there are hundreds of them — has 
been catalogued L.- Sir William him- 
self. ’ 

His method of cataloguing is uni- 
que. As each object is acquired he 
makes a thumb-nail watercolor 
sketch of it in a ‘‘day journal,” ac- 
|}companying the sketch with a de- 
scription of the object, where it was 
purchased, who made it, its history 
(i! any), and every particular regard- 
ing it. Every thumb-nail watercolor 
sketch is in itself a masterpiece. 
Every line, mark, and variation of 
coloring is faithfully depicted, and 
marvellous detail is revealed when 
the sketch is examined under a mag- 
nifying glass. 

Later all this is copled into a gen- 
eral catalogue, but instead of a 
thumb-nalil sketch, a life-size sketch 
{is made. This also is in water color. 
Nobody who has seen these draw- 
ings can doubt the artistic genius of 
Sir William, They are brilliantly 
done. In every particular each draw- 
ing is a faithful copy of the original. 
Not only does it represent the form 
and the coloring, but in the case, say, 
of porcelain, the detail is so perfect 
that both the surface crackle and the 
“under crackle,’ which is the crackle 
beneath the glaze, are also faithfully 
depicted, with the slightest variation 
in tone, These details are things 
that no body but a connoisseur would 
notice, . 

And just think of it -— there are 
forty-two large volumes of this Illus- 
trated catalogue in Sir William's 
strong-room, every drawing in them 
the work of his own hand, every bit 
of written description his own writ- 
ing. For the work of one man this 
catalogue is nothing short of monu- 
mental, It indicates, too, the great 
size of hls collection, Y 

In itself this many volume cata- 
logue looks like the work of a whole 
life-time. Yet every bit of this work 
has been done while most other peo- 
ple have been In bed. Sir William 
has never felt that he could afford 
any of the serious hours of the day 
for this work of cataloguing. Prac- 
tically all of it has been done after 
ten o’clock at night. It has been, 
and still is, one «f his recreations af- 
ter the hard work of the day Is over. 
He is a marvellously quick worker, 
with absolute surety of touch in line 
and color, and turns out these won- 
derful drawings with the ease and 
facility of a newspaper artist sketch- 
ing against time. 

There is one ot er department in 
Sir William's collection that is uni- 
que. Many yYearo agu Lic otertca wut 
to acquire original models of ancient 
war vessels, and he now has the most 
complete collection in ihe world of 
these models. The models belong to 
the hey-day of the sailing age, and 
they are the originals of many of the 
most famous battleships in the great 
Dutch, Spanish and English navies 
in the days when “hearts of oak” 
were our ships, At the time when 
Sir William started collecting thes° 
ships nobody attached any great 
value to them. Thus he was for 
years practically alone as a connois- 
seur of old-time war vessels, and Hu- 
rope yielded him her best in this de- 
partment. To-“ay these models are 
almost priceless, and “ney are eagerly 
sought after. 

That Sir Willfam’s collection as a 
whole represents a big fortune in it- 
self goes without saying. Nobody ex- 
cept himself knpgws what ‘t has cost 
him—and he won’t say. But he did 
on one occasion hazard a guess as to 
what it is worth. 

“Perhaps ‘t is worth about $2,000,- 
000,” he said recently when asked.

LITTLE LAK PORT NEAR HAM@< 
ILTON A QUAINT TOWN. 


Fishing and Fruit Growing Commun 
ity Suffered Severely From 
Storms During Its Life Time 
Which Goes Back Almost a Cen. 
tury—It Is Named After Admira) 
Horatio Nelson, 


et 


On the northwesterly shore of Lake 
Ontarlo, between the bustling cities 
of Toronto and Hamilton, but well 
away from either, stands the little 
old village of Bronte. It boasts itself 
to be the best harbor on that part of 
the coast, for nature has parttally 

protected it from the fury of the 
spring tempests by a long point jut- 
ting into the lake a mile or so to 
the eastward and by a nearer saLu- 
bar, and man has done his best to 
improve the haven by defending it 
with two long lines of wharf, or 
breakwater, by frequent dredging of 
its river’s mouth, and by erecting on 
the eastern pier a sturdy little light- 
house to make unmistakable the way 
for incoming craft. 


Its irregular lines of buildings are — 


chiefly of the frame” variety; and 
the most imposing erection on its 
short, one-sided main street Js not a 
grey old church, but a grist mill. 
This, however, is of quite respecta»le 
antiquity for our new country, for 
hig" on its tall chimney is the date, 
1858. As to its early history—it wis 
not till 1820 thet the site of the “il- 
lage was opened to the settlement of 
white men, and that the Mississauga 
Indians relinquished their exclusive 
right of fishing in the Twelve Mile 
Creek. 

Within an-old man’s memory, 
Bronte has suffered mercilessly from 
the moods of the lake. In a plan of 
the town bearing date 1834 there is 
traced a thoroughfare « .lled by the 
ominous name of Ontario street, for 
the lake has claimed its own, and 
Ontario street '» now engulfed in its 
restless waters. Once, it is told, the 
main road between Toronto and Ham- 
ilton lay as far out from the present 
shore as is the harbor light, and 
when at eveuing (as often chances) 
one hears a rettling on the shingle 
and sees the ola ‘stage’ whicn con- 
veys passengers between the village 
and the station come lumbering down 
the beach and plunge into tue dusky 
Or moonlit water, it takes but a lit- 
tle imagination to see in it a phan- 
tom chariot, impelled by some mys- 
terious doom to travel again the an- 
cient route, where’ only boats can 
journey now. Almost one perceives a 
load of ghastly passengers, but in a 
second one’s fancy is pulled up short 
by the vehicle turning Iandward. ‘+ 
is told also how the remorseless 
Surges cut and'carved away the too- 
yielding cliffs till the shady cemetery, 
once well inland, looked down direct- 
ly on the waves, whicl, still unsatis- 


fied, threatened to disturb the rest. 
Or the siecpers Deneatn tne turi. BU 


there a guarding pier has checked 
their rage, and beauty and peace atill 
reign togzther in that green ‘‘God’s 
acre,” 

Some of these tales of the wild 
lake’s doings sound like legends, but 
it is still at the same ol. work. Yor 
its last winter’s meal it sliced off 
here and there ten or fifteen feet of 
shore, and, as I write, I hear the 
surf growling along bare ledges of 
rock that a year ago were covered 
comfortably with ten feet of earth. 
Never, indeed, {s this inland sea more 
beautiful than when itis ina fury of 
swelling waves and tossing spray and 
when its waters, colored with the red- 
dish earth it bas ground to powder, 
take on from the far-distant, ‘smil- 
ing sky othe strange hues of blue 
ani green, 

In addition, as hinted already, 
Bronte draws from the lake a har- 
vest worth about twenty thousand 
dollars annually. In summer the 
{ boats come in several times a week 
laden with whitefish, big salmon 
trout or glittering herrings (delicious 
eithy:’ fresh or smoked — as some 
Bronte folk have the art of smoking 
them). In winter many men employ- 
ed during the summer on the Toronto 
ferryboat or lake steamers come 
hon» to fish. Three men go out on 
each of the sailing boats, and two on 
the gasoline launches. Usually they 
work on a system of ‘hand shares,” 
the boat (or its owner) taking half 
the catch, and the remaining half be- 
ing divided in equal shares between 
the two or three ‘‘hands,.” 

Bronte is the home of several lake 
captains, but has lost some of its 
former importance as a port. It was 
a busy place, Searing iis present ap- 
pellation before the time when Char- 
lotte Bronte’s ‘Jane Eyre’ made her 
famous, and {t {s a mistake to think 
that it was called after her, The 
name was reully given in hono- of the 
Duke of Bronte, more famillar to our 
thoughts as Horatio Nelson. 

Bronte has its romantic legends of 
smugglers, who used to land their 
eontraband cargoes under cover of 
night, while two men on horseback 
watched, east and west, on the Lake 
Shore road to give instant notice of 
the approach of the revenue officers, 
In legitimate trade it shipped annual- 
ly thousands of bushels of wheat, 
This was stored temporarily in a line 
of warehouses ilong the river's bank,}| 
and sometimes, after harvest, a pro-' 
cession of wagons half a mile long 
was to be seen reaching from the’ 
wharves to the point where the Ra-! 
dial Electric line now crosses the 
road. During the Crimean War prices 
soared to heights previously -une 
dreamed of, but the great prosper! 
of the farmers was short-lived, 
the return of peace trought dows 
the abnormal prices and, soon after 
wards, the “midge” made 3a4 havue 
| of the wheat crops.—Enully P. Wea

Natives of Girara, New Guinea, Claim 
That Distinguished Lineage. 

Remarkable stories of the curious 
nafives inhabiting Papua and various 
parts of New Guinea are related by 
Mr. W. N. Beaver, resident magis- 
trate in the western division of New 
Guinea, who is ncw in England on 
leave, Mr. Beaver hds been nine 
years in New Guinea, and for the past 
five years has been in charge of the 
western district, comprising some 
$0,000 square miles, and extending 
to the boundary of Dutch New Gut- 
nea. He has been engage‘ in all the 
Important expeditions in that portion 
of the tarritory. Just before leav- 
ing Port Moresby he met Mr. John 
Henry Werncr, who has been killed 
and eaten by the natives. Mr. Wer- 
ner, who was a middle-aged man, had 
just arrived from Australia, and told 
Mr. Beaver that he’ was then going 
on an expedition in search of radium 
in the Gulf division of Papua, part 
; of which is very wild. 

Two of the most interesting expedi- 
tions in which Mr. Beaver took part 
were to the Girara country, which, 
for three parts of the year, is almost 
entirely su®@nerged. The inhabitants 
are practically unknown, and in their 

ceremonies and customs are quite dis- 
tinct from other New Guinea natives, 


LONDON’S GREAT SEAL. 


HE REAGHES YOUNG MEN

& British Museum. 

The mayoral seal of the Empire's 
capital — old London —~ which has 
been in use since 1381, has been re- 
placed, and is to be exhibited in the 
British Museum, 

When seals go out of use it is cus- 
tomary to cut a thick grove across 
the face of them so that further use 
may be obsolutely prevented, but in 
this case the aldermen wetre so much 
alive to the historic value of the seal 
that they would not allow it to be 
actually defaced. 

In order to remove the seal from 
use, however, it was ceremonially tap- 
ped with a small hammer—of course, 
without any injury to the markings— 
and-from that moment the new seal 
took its official place.

The 
Girara, who are the only people in 
Papua who cover their heads, wear 
head-dress consisting of a fibre hat.

But, besides the fact that the seal 
disproves this Jegend, it was recog- 
nized that the earliert record of the 
City arms ought to be preserved with- 
out fear of the further defacing due 
o constant use. The inscription round 
the seal is already practically 
obliterated, no full letters remain, 
and if the seal were not withdrawn 
from use the incisions would un- 
doubtedly lose their clearness in 
ime, 

There are other very intereting cir- 
‘umstances connected with the seal. 
The preservation up to the present 
late is in itself extraordinary for the 
eason that ‘t bears the images of 
3t. Thomas a Becket and St. Paul, 
and Henry VIII. ordered the destruc- 
tion of St. Thomas a Becket’s im- 
ages and pictures throughout the 
whole realm, 

When this order went forth, the 
reverse of the common seal of the 
City of London—which also bore the 
inscription: ‘‘Cease not, Thomas, to 
guard me who brought thee forth,” 
referring to St. Thomas’ birth in the 
eity-—was destroyed. How, then, did 
he mayoral seal escape? It presum- 
tbly escaped destruction owing to an 
tror in the official records relating 
in the seal, in which St. Thomas a 
Gecket was called throughout St. 
Peter. 

There is little doubt that Henry 
VIII.’s officers would have destroyed 
this seal but for this lucky error. The 
figure called St. Peter on the seal is 
indoubtedly St. Thomas a Becket 
{nce he wears the mitre. 

The seal isa piece of very beauti- 
ul, deeply cut, Gothic work in sil- 
ver, mounted on an iron boss, which 
was attached to the sealing press 

hen documents were sealed. 

The new seal is a precise duplicate 
xcept that two small Tudor roses 
ave been put underneath the portion 
containing the City Arms, to distin- 
ruish {tt from the disused seal. In 
381 the officials of the city reported 
hat the old mayeral seal was ‘‘too 
small and rude and ancient, and un- 
hecoming and derogatory from the 
ionor of the City,’”’ and recommended 
that ‘the new seal of honorable as- 
nect and work of art which the mayor 
has had made” should be substituted 
for it. The substitution was made, 
and after 581 years the seal still 
shows its admirable workmanship. 

Besianines In Authorship.

MURDER TRIALS. 


Historic Implement Will Be Placed In| Holland Has a System of itp Own For 


Dispensing Justice. 

A learned and capable jurist has as- 
terted that the Mrenet method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own, 
presumes an indicted person guilty un- 
Ul he is proved innocent, comes nearer 
dispensing actual justice than our own 
system. 

But in Holland the courts have, in 
soine respects, a better system than 
‘that of the French. The accused in 
every ecfse has the benefit of the donbt, 
and circumstantial evidence as the 
only foundation for a plea of convie- 
tion is in disfavor, 

The Dutch do not have juries, and 
there {s no battle of wits among coun- 
sel. All questions, whether by the 
prosecution or the attorney for the ac- 
cused, are put to the witness through 
the judge after he bas weighed the jus 
tice of the interrogation. 

This feature of their system has 
some pronounced advantages orer our 
own. It eliminates the practice of con. 
fusing the witness or the accused by 
misleading questions. It renders {m- 
possible the abominable practice in our 
courts known as the “browbeating” of 
witnesses, which unfortunately is per- 
mitted to an extent that causes the in 
telligent observer's bluod to boil at 
times because of {ts unfairness and 
cruelty. It makes tbe solemp business 
of dispensing justice a common trade 
instead of a heavenly vocatlon.—Sioux 
City Tribune.

as it ever is at our equator, And on 
ber night side, where a ray of sun 
light has never shone, it must be s: 
cold that the air ts Nquetied, if no 
solidified. Tbere must be a constant 
uprush of hot alr from the scorchea 
surface and a corresponding tnrush ot 
fey air from the frigid side. Along the 
boundary between the two bem- 
spheres this must cause a violent and 
perhaps almost perpetual rainfall. 

Seen through a small telescope or 
field glass Venus often appears like a 
crescent Then are visible the pro 
dections that can be nothing but moun 
tains of great beight.—New York 
World,

KING GEORGE AS FARMER, 


His Majesty Had Thirty-Vive Entries 
In Smithfield’ Show. 

The crowned heads of Britain, for 
many years, have recognized the fact 
thet agriculture is the basis of a coun- 
try’s prosperity. 

For several years past many of the 
big prizes at the Smithfield Show, 
London, have been awarded to the 
farmer sovereign, whose exhibits are 
always a feature of the show. 

Even as far back as 1800; King 
George III. was an exhibitor at the 
great show, but failed to secure a 
prize. Six years later, the Duke of 
York was successful. Queen Victoria 
won many trophies, being awarded 
the Champion Cup for the best beast 
in the show in 1883, 1889, 1890, 
1895, and 1899, and it may be inet- 
dentally mentioned, that by her com- 
mand no exhibit that has not been 
bred on one of the royal farms hag 
been exhikited by the sovereign, since 
the year 1890. 

King Edward won the champion- 
ship of the cattle section in 1874, and 
the Cup for the best pen of sheep in 
1885; while our present King wou 
the championship for pigs in 1895, 
and the Prince Consort a gold medal 
for pigs in 1859. 

Nor has the Smithfield Club lacked 
royal support from other points of 
view, 08 King Edward was their pres- 
ident in 1875, 1883, and again at the 
Centennary Show in 1898; while 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh occu- 
pied the position in 1887 and H.R.H. 
Prince Christian, who is a constant 
exhibitor, in 1893. 

At the recent show, Windsor, San- 
dringham and Balmoral were all re- 
presented, the royal entries totalling 
thirty-five. King George inspected all 
his entries, and handled many of 
hem. 

Perhaps the King chiefly differed 
from more specialist exhibitors, in 
the particular interest he took in the 
men who tended his stock. As he 
stroked the forehead of his beautiful 
shorthorn heifer he inguired of the 
herdsman how many years he had 
served at Windsor; and if ever a 
Scotsman rolled his “‘r’s’’ it was tha! 
herdsman when he replied with ob- 
vious pride, ‘‘Nearly thirty years.” 
But in those thirty years he had 
never seen Windsor so unrivalled. 

Someone propounded the theory 
that the soil of Windsor, which used 
to produce the best English oak 
trees, must have similar properties in 
stock production. Out of twelve en- 
tries from Windsor three gpecial- 
breed cups won in Devons, Herefords, 
and Shorthorns—-of which the first 
two are sometimes supposed to need 
west-country air —— and seven first 
prizes and two seconds, The San- 
dringham farm won a _ few firsts; 
principally in small classes for small 
cattle, kerries and crossbreds of this 
breed. 

The King again and again laughed 
heartily throughout his extended tour 
of the show. He merrily urged his 
shepherds who were holding his pen 
of Southdowns, to use their best de- 
vices when it came to a contest with 
the pen of Hampshires which were 
known to be dangerous rivals, as they 
proved. 

The immense zeal.of the guardians 
of some of the stocks to show their 
animals to the best advantage before 
the King produced an almost em- 
barrassing situation in the Gilbey 
Hall, which was devoted to machin 
ery and pigs. 

As soon as tho King, accompanied 
by Sir Bowen Bowen-Jones, this 
year's president, appeare. in the hall 
almost all the prize pigs were roused 
from their recumbent ease by vigor- 
ous slaps with flat “bats” that are 
the technical weapon. White pis 
and black pigs and red pigs at once 
started such a chorus of protest, some 
upsetting thelr troughs and shaking 
the flour from their ‘‘fleeces,” that 
the spick-and-span Gilbey Hall might 
‘ave been an Irish fair and so it con- 
inued,

The Cheddar cheese which is 
brought into the rooms at Simpson's, 
‘heapside, London, each day at 
‘unch time, had its heigtt, girth and 
veight, correctly guessed by one of 
the diners the other day. ‘The meas- 
‘irements were: Height 13 3-4 
inches, girth 28 3-4 inches, and 
weight 24 1-2 pounds. This feat has 
only been accomplished nine times 
in twenty years. Old city men who 
have lunched regularly at the same 
restaurant for forty years make the 
three guesses each day, The cheese 
is brought in on a fcot-high revolv- 
ing pedestal, and placed in front of 
the chairman. ach guest is sup- 
plied with a slip of paper on which 
to record his guesses, and whenever 
any one succeeds the proprietor asks 
all the guests to drink the health of 
the winner in champagne. The cus- 
tom is believed to be nearly two 
hundred years old, and before the 
luncheon, for which sixty-five places 
are set at three tables, the chairman 
invariably saya grace.

Flat Foot. ’ 

The carly pain of flat foot ean 
be quieted by having both sole 
and heel of the shoe muade 
wedge shaped, with the thick 
edge on the inner side. That 
throws the weight of the body 
on the outer side of the fuot. 
Sometimes the sufferer has to 
have an “arch” in the sole of 
the shoe, but he had better do 
Without it if he ean and discard 
it as soon as the arch ceases to 
show signs of giving way. Cold 
douches or alternate cold and 
hot douches will also strengthen 
the fibrous structires that nor- 
mally hold up the arch of the 
foot.

The dungeons of the White tower 
and the Bloody tower, two of the most 
interesting parts of thé Tower of Lon- 
don, will be thrown open to the public 
for the first time within the next few 
inonths, and the prison's torture chium- 
ber will be seen for the first time in 


‘all its eerie and mysterious gloom. 


In the wall dividing the two dun- 
geons is the narrow black cage, like a 
recess, in which Guy Fawkes was im- 
mured between periods of torture. on 
the rack, and all about the walls are 
hanging the instruments of torture— 
thumbserews, temple bands, seuring 
irons and a rack, Only a few yards 
away from the well of the Tower ina 
dungeon is a small, domelike recess, 
where the gallant and unfortunate 
Walter Raleigh spent tev years of his 
life, and, as if by the irony of fate, al- 
most overlooking the spot is a model 
of Queen Elizabeth, wearing the gor- 
geous state robes in which she went to 
St. Paul's to eclebrate the triumph of 
her feet over the Spanish armada, 

Seven hundred Jews once sought 
tefuge from a London mob in the dun- 
geons and spent long days and nights 
in darkness, huddled together, until 
they crept out and sought safety else- 
where. 

While a good part of the Tower has 
been open to the public for a tong 
time, still many of the bistorical parts 
are always closed.—New York Tribune 


OXYGEN FOR THE INSANE, 


New Treatment That Is Said to Yield 
Remarkable Results. 

A new and extraordinary use for 
oxygen has just been found by Dr. 
Toulouse, chief physician of the Ville. 
julf insane asylum. He finds it a most 
valuable aid in the treatment of mad- 
ness, 

Dr. Toulouse makes certain that the 
oxygen in tue steel cylinders in which 
he receives it is pure and free from 
nitrogen; then he fills small glass finsks 
with it, A rubber bulb enables bim 
o regulate the pressure in the flasks, 
und a rubber tube connects these with 
1 fine bypodermic needle. Through 
‘his 250 cubie centimeters of oxygen 
are injected under the skin. 

A physician who has watched the 
operation and its effects upon patients, 
teporting his observations for Nature 
of Paris, says the results are remark- 
ible among patients in a condition of 
1cute mental confusion, who are al- 
ways greatly improved and often cured 
*ntirely by a few injections. The ex- 
ited and victims of insomnia become 
nim and lucid. 

In cases of acute mania, dementia, 
‘pileptic fits and certain cases of mel 
‘ncholia good results bave been ob 
tained. The oxygen treatment is now 
being tried upon other forms of in- 
sanity. 


The Germ of Smallpox. 

The germ of smallpox, a protozoan 
so infinitesimal that {ft bas passed 
through the minntest filters and es- 
eaped the trained gaze of microscoptsts 
for decades, has been finally discover- 
ed by Dr. Walter Fornet, staf’ physi- 
olan at the Kaiser Wilhelm academy. 
Dr Fornet claims not only to have 
discovered the germ, but to be able to 
propagate it This means, we are told, 
that it will henceforth not be neres- 
sary to inoculate a calf or cow with 
smillpox virus in order to obtals 
lymph for vaccination and conse 
quently that a pure culture can be ob 
tained, The lymph won by present 
methods contains numerous bacterta, 
which must be exterminated before 
ft can be used for vaccination.—New 
York Press.

Professor Soddy makes the assertion 
boldly that it is onty a question of ap- 
plication to change fead into gold. He 
says that, while now we can only 
work with electricity at 100,000 volts, 
ft is only a matter of perfecting the 
method to be able to work at ten times 
that voltage, when the baser metals 
ean be changed Into the more pregous. 
In other words, electrieity, when 
bronght to its highest eMciency and 
application, Is the real philosopher's 
stone, for which the alchemists of the
